Of comparable importance, it should re- 
mind every American of the enormous human and economic wealth 
ve have been forced to spend to maintain our li'serties, and to defend 
those principles upon which the dignity of man depends. 

Armistice Day should bring us another thought as well. This na- 
fion has never provoked a war. No people on earth is more peaceful 
In intention. None will do more to achieve a just and lasting peace 
- for all countries. If ever we are forced to engage in war, it will be 
because we can find no other means of maihtaining those rights and 
.^eedoms which make up the American tradition. 

The United States must build and conserve its strength. That 
means, on the surface, that we must have a strong military force 
tapable of dealing with aggressors, and a mighty industrial structure 
to back it up. But these thmgs, vital as they are, represent a reflection 
«r our strength rather than the substence of it. For the core of this 
■atlon's strength and power lies in the spirit of its people. 

That sfiixM is the spirit of freedom. It is based on the knowledge 
that every American has inalienable rights which cannot be abrogat- 
•i. The right to speak our minds, the right to own property, the right 
to oigage in a business of our choosing, the right to be free of dicta- 
. tion by government — these and other righte .constitute our strength. 
And that too is the significance of Armistice Day.

If— even dming tlie height of the war— an entu-e division of men 
liftd been killed, and more than a corps had been maimed, the nation 
would Imve been shocked with horror. 

Yet fire does that every year. It does it on a piecemeal basis, of 
course. But that does not make the total any less terrible. Close ts 
lljOOO lives a year are now given to it through carelessness and ignor- 
ance. And the toll of the maimed and tm-ned and crippled is jOrout 
S9.Q00. Its depredations are especially great among small children. 
many of whom become Ufelong invalids. 

Early in October, the nation celebrated Fire Prevention Week, af 
it does each year. A vast amoimt of work was done during the week 
to awaken the country to the menace of fire, and to teach us how 
fire may be prevented. But if the public works on the "cut of sight. 
«Bt of mind" basis, the Week will not bear full fruit. Pire prevention 
to be successful, must be carried on day in and day out. It must be- 
came a routine part of Uving in all homes and all places of wo.k. It 
■lust be as auUunatic as eatii^ and sleeping. 

When that is accomplished, fire's toll of death and injury will bf 
cut enormously— to say nothing of a property loss which has beer 
casting us more than $700,000,000 a year.

New York— Every individual op- 
erating a store or small business 
is conscious of the fact that the 
current lx>om can't last forever. 

However, there is no need for 
him to believe implicitly in any 
'Gloomy Gus" economist who 
finds it easy to prove that manu- 
facturers and retailers are "pric- 
ing themselves out of the market." 

Such grim oversimplification is 
belied from thne to time by sur- 
veys that disclose the enormity of 
current purchasing power, savings, 
and reserves. Fbr instance, a Wall 
Street brokerage house. Baker, 
Weeks and Harden, has juat com- 
pleted a report on liquid savings. 
This shows that people and un- 
incorporated businesses had cur- 
rency and bank reserves of ;$132.3 
billion at the beginning of 1948. 

This is a rise of $86.2 billion or 
187 per cent from the holdings of 
$46.1 billion recorded at the be- 
ginning of 1940. 

Perhaps this rise of 187 per cent 
in liquid savings, which is the 
sheerest kind of purchasing pow- 
er, explains why the automobile 
industry has such a backlog; why 
the travel business was so good 
this summer, and why sales in re- 
tail stores have held up surpris- 
ingly well. 

Until figures begin. to show that 
consumers are draining on their 
reserves in order to meet their 
demands, it is probably premature 
to state that a recession of any 
kind is inevitable in the next six 
months or so.

Mr. Dietrlck disclose<d that a re- 
cent national survey showed that 
farm people were the most poorly 
informed about cancer of all oc- 
cupational groups. 

"Farmers should have the same 
interest in flghtlng cancer as 
everyone e:se." he said. "Approxi- 
mately 55.000 farm residents die 
of cancer every year- As many as 
18,000 of these people could have 
been saved had they been treat- 
ed in time." 

Dlr. Dietrick said that M. L. 
Wilson, director of Cooperative 
Extension Work of tha Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, has asked the 
State Extension Services to co- 
operate with the American Cancer 
Society in every way possible in 
local programs of education. 

In a statement from Washing- 
ton, Wilson said, "In rural areas 
as elsewhere, too many people 
know too little about those early 
signs of cancer that would give 
them warning to visit their doc- 
tors in time. Getting these simple 
facts to lay people is one of the 
important objectives of the Am- 
erican Cancer Society."

It 
is felt that a "rest year" wlU per- 
mit the birds and ottier game to 
beeome re-established. This feel- 
ing has also been voiced by indi- 
vidual sportsmen and sportsmen's 
organisations in the vicinity of 
the forests.

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Supervisors Study 
Norfolk Water, 
Annexation Issues 

Board Takes Steps 
To Gird for Action 
Against Norfolk 

The Princess AnAe County 
Board of Supervisors Monday 
adopted resolutions to combat 
"threatened" future action by the 
City of Norfolk. 

The l>oard adopted a resolution 
for a study of possible sources of 
water supply and cost with a view 
to establishing its own water sys- 
tem in conjunction with Virginia 
Beach, and authorized P. W. Ac- 
kiss, Commonwealth's Attorney, 
to arrange for counsel to assist in 
defending the county against con- 
templated annexation proceed- 
ings. 

The board authorized the Com- 
monwealth's Attorney to arrange 
for a proper fee for assistance in 
defending the county against an- 
nexation ofa portion of Kemps- 
viUe Magisterial District. 

The resolution asking for a 
study of the water supply for the 
county pointed out that the board 
had been informed by the City of 
Norfolk that its rates for Princess 
Anne County soon would k>e in- 
creased and that the contract for 
the Town of Virginia Beach would 
expire in 1950. Therefore, it stat- 
ed, the board believed that it 
would be to the best interests of 
the town and county to look for 
an independent water supply. 

The supervisors declared that it 
la "ti|n« ip think in twms of mu 
own supply when Norfolk starts 
putting prohibitive prices on wa- 
ter."

Dear Mr. Hubbard: 

At the last meeting of the Prin- 
ceas Anne Civic Council held in 
the Glenrock Civic Hall November 
10, 1948, a serious accident hazard 
was brought up by the Lynnhaven 
Civic League that was occuring 
daily in the village or Lynnhaven. 

The State Corporation Com- 
mission approved a route submit- 
ted by the Norfolk Southern Bus 
Corporation at the Rail Bus hear- 
ing of last year, allowing Buses 
to turn off Highway 58 into Lynn- 
haven, then through the village 
to Oceana J^ way of London 
Bridge. 

The Secondary highway bridge, 
over London Bridge Creek, the 
approved route, was found to be 
too weak to allow safe passage for 
the Buses. Due to the weakness of 
this cridge, the Norfolk Southern 
Buses now come to the village of 
Lynnhaven, turn into Eureka Ave- 
nue, back up, crossing the Norfolk 
Southern Raih-oad tracks, then 
doubling back to the Virginia 
Beach Boulevard and going east 
to London Bridge, turning south 
into London Bridge then to Oce- 
ana, Seatack and Virginia Beach. 

The dangerous hazard this cre- 
ates is in the backing up of these 
Buses. Vision on such Buses is 
limited; it is Impossible for the 
Bus drivers to have a full, clear 
vision of everything to their rear. 
Twice daily the Norfolk Southern 
Bus arrives hi Lynnhaven at the 
same time the School Bus arrives, 
dispatching or taking on approxi- 
mately 31 children. These chil- 
dren are lilu thousands upon 
thousands of children throughout 
the country— ttuHighUess, fearless, 
and with one thought in mind, to 
romp and play. On seyeral occas- 
ions injury, or perhaps death, has 
been averted through the notice- 
able vigilance and safety precau- 
tions taken by the Norfolk South- 
ern Bus drivers. It Is constantly 
feared that some day. one at the 
children will not be as fortunate 
as some have in the past and a 
child will be picked up dead or 
maimed for life.

"Resistance to tooth decay can 
almost be doubled," further stat- 
ed Dr. Roper, "If children receive 
a series of applications of aodliun 
fluoride sohitlon durlni the period 
when thtir teeth are comlni In. 
However, It Is essential that ap- 
plications be correctly and sklU- 
lully applied if maximum pro- 
tection is to be obtained. It Is hop- 
ed that this preventive measure 
may become available to all chil- 
dren throughout the State. The 
purpoM of this dental demonstra- 
tion unit in selected communities 
of the State is to give losal den- 
tists an opportunity to observe 
the procedure and to help local 
communities establish a program 
of thU Und. 

"The dental unit demonstrating 
the correct application of sodljum 
fluoride is to work in each secUcm 
of Virginia comprising the eight 
component dental societies. At 
present the team is working in 
component eight in the Arlington 
dUtrict. 7 

"Research carried on over a 
period of years in various com- 
munities throughout tlie United 
States has shown that where ex- 
cessive fluorine exists in a natur- 
al water supply, persons have few- 
er decayed teeth than normal, but 
their teeth are mottled in appear- 
ance. These findings have led den- 
tists, dental scientlste, and labora- 
tory investigators to the discovery 
that ^ small amount of sodium 




give a forty per cent reducttam In 
tooth deeay without eaualim dla- 
cc^atlon. Teetti to which the ao- 
dltun fluoride sohitlon has be^i 
applied show forty per cent less 
decay than untreated teeth which 
continue to decay at the normal 
rata. 

"These seriea of fmir applica- 
tions ahouM be repeated at inter- 
vals of three years to protect new 
teeth as they come In. Ideally, the 
first series Is given at Uie age of 
three yea«. The last three fall at 
the ages of seven, ten, and thir- 
teen years. The effectiveness of 
the treatment is not lessened over 
a period of three years. Just how 
long it will protect the teeth from 
new decay is still unknown. 

"Fluorides mean longer lasting 
teeth and at least a forty per cent 
reduction in the number of cava- 
ttes.
